Cape IIattien, Uayli, June 1 -Ad- 
vices from Havana say a heavy en- 
gagement is taking place at Sautiago 
de Cuba. 

The Havana advices indicate that the 
American fleet lias forced the entrance 
of the harbor of Santiago de Cuba and 
has engaged the Spanish fleet. 

Advices received at 3; IS from Havana 
say that since 9 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon the American fleet at Saniiagc 
de Cuba has been ennnonading the 
, batteries of Morro Castle. La Zecana 
and Puuta tiorda. At the same time, 
it is added, the Amcriean ships have 
been engaged with the Spauish war 
ship*. The tiring ma extremely heavy. 
At 3:45 p. m., the cannonading became 
less heavy against the fortifications, 
but was more accentuated in the local- 
ity where the fleets were engaged. 

At6:40 p.m., the Santiago cable was 
still working from Santiago. Private 
messages intimate that there has 
t>een a severe fight between the Ameri- 
can fleet and the outer fortifications 
and the Spanish fleet 

About 2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon 
an American squadron composed of 11 
warships, of which the cruiser New 
York displayed the flag of Rr. Adm. 
Sampson, and a number of torpedo 
boaU, began a bombardment with 
heavy guns of the forts and the harbor 
of Santiago de Cuba. The American

Washington, June 1.— The frequent 
reports from Spain through othei 
countries to the effect that a formida 
ble fleet is being prepared at Cadiz to 
sail for the West Indies in aid of Cer 
vera causes little apprehension here. 
Naval officers, through private meant 
of communication, have pretty 
well satisfied themselves that thi 
Cadii fleet is nothing but a 
paper fleet In other words, ita 
offensive power is altogether illusory. 
More than half of the vessels who B e 
names appear so frequently in the 
press dispatches as formidable war 
craft are of antiquated type and in a 
sad state of disorder. The old Numau- 
cia is an example. She is rated as a 
battle ship of the first class. In her 
day she was a battle ship but she has 
not a turret nor a sponson and would 
be little more than sport for a modern 
ironclad. In addition to being anti- 
quated most of these vessels are brok- 
en down in engines and boilers. In 
their reckless disregard of the simp- 
lest precautions for the preservation 
of the complex machinery of a war 
ship the Spaniards are excelled by nn 
people and it is well known that they

MODERN NAVAL BA TTLE. 

What It Costs Uncle Sam to Fight One- 
$200,000 For One Volley. 



Every tiu.e , th rttm inch projectile is 
belched forth ftotn the guns of the In 
dianaor Massachusetts, says The Phil- 
adelphia li.quirer. tbn American taxpayer 
goes down into his pocket for bis stasre 
of the *8W> that it costs to hurl the halt 
ion of pointed metal at the Spanish. 
The patriotic American taxpayer does 
not complain. He knows that for every 
shell expended there will be rendered 
strict account and that although the. shell 
costs more in proportion as it increases in 
caliber, its power to create havoc is also 
vastly augmented 

A single discharge from the Indian 
four thirteen inch guns costs 13,300, 
enough to support the average man i 
his family for over a year. Counting at 
the rate of ten rounds in an hour, forty 
shots from the four guns combined, the 
figures would rise to the neat sun 
#32.000. For the eight-inch guns the 
cost would be about one-third that of fir- 
ing the thirteen inch rifles, while guns of 
the smaller calibers, six, Ave and four 
inch, would be fired with as little regard 
to cost as a man puffing a five cent cigar. 
Of course, this is not saying that the am 
munition is wasted or tnat there is any 
reckless firing Every gun in the service 
is built for a certain speed of flrc. the 
rough or smooth condition of the water 
retarding or accelerating that speed. 

Once having cleared for action, it is 
the duty of the gun Captains to see that 
their pieces are kept up to the maximum 
of efficiency during the engagement. A 
naval battle is not play. The ship that 
lauds the greater number of projectiles 
and lands thorn fairly is the winner. For 
this reason it is false economy to carry on 
a hesitating Are when every extra «bot 
adds just so much more to the chances of

thirteen-inch guns of the Navy, of which 
there are just twelve in use, speak for 
themselves. 

The projectile for a thirteen inch 
breech-loading turret rifle weighs 1,100 
pounds, a little more than half a ton. It 
stands four feet high, and can pierce, at 
he muzzle, 34 6 inches of wrought iron 
or 27 inches of steel. While in the muz- 
zle of the gun at the moment of discbarge 
the projectile travels at the rate of 2,100 
feet a second. Worked out under the 
mathematical calculations of the Ord- 
nance Bureau at Washington, it hus been 
ascertained that the energy sufficient to 
carry the projectile thirteen miles would 
move 33.62? tons one foot. No patriotic 
American citizen would begrudge the 
paltry sum of **00 for destructive opera- 
tions against Spain equal to the moving 
of a row of brick houses. The weight of 
the thirteen inch rifle is 60S tons, and it 
is 10 feet long from the breech block to 
the tip of the muzzle. 

The regulation service charge for guns 
of this caliber is 580 pounds of brown 
prismatic powder, divided into two sec- 
tions Each charge is loaded from the 
magazine into u s'uug with three tubes. 
The powder charges occupy the two 
lower lubes and the projectile is slung 
into the upper one. To load the gun the 
sling is raised from the pit of the turret 
until its three tubes have passed the 
breech of the gun in the order of prt jec- 
tile, first powder charge, second powder 
charge. The ramming Is done by a by 
draulic telescope rammer, operated from 
the wall of the turret. When the upper 
section ef the sling is abreast of the 
breech of the gun the rammer catches 
the shell on the bead and forces it in, the 
two powder charges following in suc- 
cession. 

WHAT A SINGLE DISCHARGE COSTS. 

The cost of powder and projectiles in 
firing the guns of the Indiana's main bat

At one discharge the Iowa throws 6 
pounds of metal; the Indiana tires 7,i 
the Puritan follows with 3,000 from 
four great 12 inch guns, and the Tei 
and Amphitrite come in last with 2,000 
pounds each. One hour's work of this 
kind, figuring on an average of five corn- 
discharges of the fleet's entire avail- 
able ordnance, would mean to the Govern- 
t an expenditure of close on to 1100.- 
Fiity tons of projectiles, varying in 
From shells weighing one pound to 
1,100 pounds, would be thrown, and the 
energy expended would represent suffi- 
cient physical force to erect a couple of 
city sky scrapers in a day. The reason 
for the enormous cost of modern steel 
projectiles, especially those of the larger 
calibers, is obvious. The processof mak- 
ing a 13-inch shell occupies two weeks 
aud requires the handling of at least a 
n skilled workmen during ihe differ- 
ent stages of manufacture. After being 
in tbe metal and forged out under 
the hammer, the big cone, still in a rough- 
it condition, is put in a lathe and 
accurately bored out and dressed down to 
ize designated by the Government's 
blue prints. If the shell is to be of the 
armor-piercing type, a specially hardened 
steel point is provided : if it is to be a high- 
explosive shell, a larger core is drilled 
•ut, fitted at the upper end with a priming 
chamber and a delicately constructed 
plunger for detonating the gun cotton 
when the shell comes in forcible contact 
with its target. Two metal rings of cop- 
per alloy are shrunk around the circum- 
ference of the finished projectile into two 
grooves, providing a soft substance for 
tbe steel rifling of tbe gun to cut into in 
older that tbe projectile may be given a 
powerful whirling motion when it leaves 
tbe muzzle of tbe gun, and thereby bore 
through the air without deviatien from 
its course. 

Finished projectiles are sent to the 
Government arsenals, where they receive 
their charges of wet gun cotton and are

Ilrown hexagonal powder costs about 
.50 cents a pound. For charges of 550 
pounds, such as are used for tbe 13 inch 
guns of the Navy, the cost of firing a 
single shell amounts to nearly {300, the 
retnaiuing $300 necessary to bring the 
price of a discharge up to $H00 being 
consumed by tbe cost of the shell itself 
and the explosive charge it contains 
discbarge from the Indiana's four large 
guns would burn up 2,200 poundi 
powder, or enough to fill a coal wagon to 
tbe "honest ton" height. The difference 
in cost between a ton of the best coal and 
a ton of the most powerful powder is 
$3,095 IS, A ton of coal might be able to 
pu9b a battleship weighing 10,000 tons a 
distance of a quarter of a mile. One ton 
of powder will push two tons of steel 13 
miles, or it will move 135,000 tons one 
foot.
